Councilman Vaile 
Guy Plaisted backed Belangie’s 
opinions. Plaisted said, “the 15,- 
000 foot zone is in the area of prog- 
ress and I feel that the Zachariah 
property in 15,000 foot lots would 
be a good transition” between the 
two zones. “I am in favor of the 
zoning.” 

Objection to che rezoning was ex 
presed by James B. Howell of 1235 
San Mateo drive, who said that 
“the only valid reason they (Ar- 
nold company) have is a monetary 
one and it will increase the traffic 
problem on strets where there are 
many children playing.” 

Arnold would be able to build 
about 14 houses under the new 
zone while the previous zoning 
would only permit about 11 or 12 
houses, The planning commission 
had recommended that the Council | 
approve the Arnold request. 

Howell and others who objected | 
{o the resolution live in an area} 
which is presently zoned for 20 06 10 | 
would destroy the value of their | 
property. Howell said that “all the | 
people backing up to Valpari 
on San Mateo drive are against” 
the measure. He added that “you } 
will have an undesirable communi- | 
ty because the present lots will be 

cut up and you can’t deny it.’

If that agency decides that the 
parcel is unsuitable for school use, 
the proposed public auction will 
become definite. 

The department won’t make a 
decision, however, until it studies 
other posible school sites in the 
immediate neighborkood, and 
their availability, the GSA 
spokesman continued. 

The school district is seeking a 
school site to replace Laurel 
school, currently housed in former 
hospital wards of Dibble General 
hospital, now Stanford Vilage. The 
quarters are being rented from 
Stanford University. 

Currently ,the district is engaged 
in litigation with the town of Ath- 
erton to see if a 7%-acre school 
site can be acquired facing Edge 
road. 

The federal land constitutes a 
relatively small parcel, compared 
to other school sites in the area. In- 
the Menlo Park district only Fre- 
mont school, on 3.7 acres of land, 
is smaller.
